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Each year the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede 
is gaining in popularity and last year our six-day 
attendance was well over the half-a-million mark 
which would average approximately 90,000 per 
day.

CALGARY — " THE STAMPEDE CITY " 

Calgary, known the world over as the "Stam¬ 
pede City," is in the foothills of the Canadian 
Rockies, 170 miles north of the International 
Border, and reached by paved, all-weather high¬ 
ways, North, South, East and West, as well as 
both transcontinental railway lines, and Trans- 
Canada Air Lines, an International Air Port is 
provided close to the City. 

In the heart of the cattle ranching country, it 
is a natural setting for an event of this nature, 
and while drawing competitors from all parts of 
Canada and the United States, it is mainly from 
the parts of the country situated in or about 
Southern A'lberta that the majority of rough 
riders or contestants who take part in the Stam¬ 
pede events are recruited. 

THE STAMPEDE 

A programme of Cowboy events featuring the 
everyday life of the hardy riders of the open 
range when great herds of cattle and horses 
roamed the prairie, unhampered by roads, 
bridges, or barbed-wire fences, when distance 
was measured only by how many miles a good 
mounted rider could travel in a day, fording the 
creeks and rivers, with only an occasional butte 
or other landmark to serve as a guide or marker. 
All the events are contests, no exhibition ride or 
the like are permitted. A superb test of the skill 
and ability to master the fierce and unbroken 
spirit of the wildest horses, steers and bulls as 
it is possible to procure to carry on this ever 
changing and spectacular programme. 

The Show is for six days, twice daily, afternoon 
and evening, and tickets must be secured for 


each show. No season tickets are sold for re¬ 
served seats. A Photo Pit (when available) is 
provided for those holding reserved seat or en¬ 
closure tickets, and PERMITS are issued each 
day on application to the General Office, starting 
9:00 a.m. No advance reservations, first come, 
first served, and only a limited number are 
issued. Positively no passes issued to the Centre- 
field Arena to take ph'otos, as this is reserved for 
CONTESTANTS and is a very dangerous play¬ 
ground. 

A WEEK OF COLOR 

This is the week when all Calgarians and 
Visitors go "Western", and emulate the pioneers 
who did much to make Calgary and Alberta 
what it is today, the slogan being "Dress the 
Part", 10-gallon Hats, Colored Neckerchiefs, 
fancy shirts, frontier or Ievi pants, high-heeled 
boots, used by the Cattlemen 'of the Range. The 
familiar cry is "Howdy Pardner". 


OUTLINE OF THE WEEK'S PROGRAMME 
MONDAY MORNING : The spectacular and 
unique STAMPEDE PARADE, a long-established 
opening day feature, commences at 9:00 o'clock. 
The Parade route, over 3 miles long, is through 
the downtown business streets. INDIANS, 
MOUNTED POLICE, OLD-TIMERS, PIONEERS, 
COWGIRLS and COWBOYS, CHUCK WAGONS, 
MOUNTED RIDING CLUBS, and gaily decorated 
floats constitute this extravagant production 
Music is provided by 20 to 25 bands interspersed 
throughout the column. 

MORNINGS : Each morning during the week, 
the Cowboys and Indians stage events on the 
Downtown Streets in the business sections. Many 
commercial establishments have Chuck Wagons 
and Cowboys located in front of their places of 
business.

At 9:00 o'clock on these forenoons, the INDIANS 
in all their primitive glory of buckskins, feathers 
and beads, mounted on gaily decorated mus¬ 
tangs, parade through the downtown streets. 
Ectch tribe, who camp in the grounds, the Black- 
foot, the Stoneys and the Sarcees, have their own 
day for parading.

FRIDAY : Friday morning is given over to the 
SCHOOL CHILDREN'S LIVE STOCK REVIEW 
and entertainment in front of the grand stand, 
when all school children within a large radius of 
Calgary are admitted FREE, and are entertained 
as guests of the Directors of the Exhibition and 
Stamepde. 


THE INDIAN VILLAGE

judging and awarding of prizes to the best kept 
and most decorative TEEPEE in the INDIAN
